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1 . This is a first Office action on the merits for application serial number 1 0/61 1 695 
filed 07/02/03. Claims 1-4 are pending. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: cord 77 and extending means 5. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in 
the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
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skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 

possession of the claimed invention. 

There is an inadequate written description of the extending means, connection 
tubes, three frame rods, combing rods, receptacles and rope and of the 
relationships between these elements. It is unclear what the three frame rods 
are and where and how they are connected together. It is unclear how a hole of 
each receptacle receives the extending means and the frame rods. As best 
understood there appears to be a single rod bent into an arch shape with a rope 
or cloth strip extending across the bottom ends thereof and a further rod 
connected at approximately an apex thereof and extending rearwardly therefrom. 
It is unclear which of the described and claimed members comprise the invention 
as understood and how they attach or connect to one another to define a support 
frame. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 at line 12 "the extending means" lacks antecedent basis and it is 

unclear which frame rod is referenced at line 13. 

In claims 2 and 3 it is unclear which buckling ring is being referenced. 
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Claim 4 is indefinite because claim 1 requires a rope. 

7. The examiner is unable to make any allowability determinations at this time due 
to the to inadequate written description of the invention. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
